August 10 meanwhile an arbitration 
board being appointed to negotiate a 
wage scale 


The commission as outlined by the 


president would consist of three mem- 
bers appointed by the United Mine 
Workers of America, three appointed 
by the operators and five representa- 
tives of the public named by the pres. 
ld*>nt 
The operators and miners were 


•understood to have been asked to 
give their response to the proposal 
by Monday njght 


The arbitration commission would 


be expected to have its award ready 
by August 10, but if unable to ar 
range a new scale by that date the 
scale which expired April 1 would be 
continued from August 10 to April 1, 
1923 


In outlining to the operators and 


miners representatives 
his proposal 


for government arbitration, President 
Harding said. 


"The information has come to me 


that your conference is deadlocked or, 
at best, attamptmg to agree on plans 
•which will require extended time to 
work out 
I have said heretofore that 


the government perfers you who are 
parties of the dispute should settle it 
among yourselves because you best 
understand all the problems involved 
The government cannot settle it for 
you 
It •will force no man to work 


against his free will, it will, force no 
man to employ men against the free 
exercises of an employers rights. The 
government will not be partisan, but 
the government is concerned with 
coal production sufficient to meet the 
Industrial and transportaton require 
ments of the country and to safeguard 
against 
fuel 
famine when winter 


comes again and it is desired to have 
production resumed at once 


OUTLINES PROPOSAL.

ing proposal 


"Mine 
workers are to return to 


work on the scale of wages which ex-

"A coal commission to be created at 


once, consisting of three members 
selected by the mine workers, three 
members by the mine operators and 
flve members to be named ^by the 
president.

REPORT IX 30 DAYS 


"This commission to determine, if 


possible, within thirty 
days if the 


miners are on strike, a temporary 
basic wage scale, which scale shall be 
effective 
until March 1. 1923. In 


event that the commission is unable 
to report its scale by August 10, it 
•hall have power to direct continued 
work on 1922 scale until superseding 
ecale is ready.

He is always wondering 


about what is being done and what might 
be done. During the past two years at his 
own expense and in his quiet way he has 
been carrying on a survey with reference 
to high school activities throughout the 
country. He wanted to know what they 
were thinking about and what they were 
doing. 
He found that practical school 


men everywhere were clamoring for defi- 
nite and concrete examples of school ac- 
tivities, that better ideas were in demand 
everywhere. 


Mr. ATestendorf found that lack of in- 


terest on the part of the pupil in many 
cases was due to lack of concentrated ef- 
fort on the part of the school, that it was 
due to not having the work hung on a defi- 
nite hook. 
He found that many schools 


by simply giving their present methods a 
new twist might become much more pro- 
ductive. He found many schools carrying 
on thrift campaigns. In Olathe. Kansas, 
for instance, the pupils are not simply 
urged to save but are trained from the 
fifth grade up to prepare to meet their 
own graduation expenses. It is not only 
a fine training, but unconsciously it tends 
to develop a, desire to stay to the finish. 
It tends to eliminate the dropping out ha- 
bit. 
It gives thrift an entirely new color. 


In Birmingham, Michigan, they are 


"building up a scholarship fund. 
The or- 


dinary variety of "honor roll"' is common 
everywhere. In the Richmond. Indiana, 
high schools they do it a different way. 
They advertise the ""honor boys" as 
"guaranteed boys." It creates a marked 
effect. 
These young men during tKeir 


senior year are allowed to spend a part of 
their time without, pay. associating 'and 
acquainting themselves with the things 
they hope to do after graduation. It gives 
them a practical opportunity to demon- 
strate their worth and it places them on a 
much better footing after graduation. This 
added kink doubles and trebles effort. We 
are told that if we are not trained to be 
•workers, 
we unconsciously are being 


trained to be shirkers. 


The Pierre schools of South Dakota are 


radiating a helpful influence over an un- 
usually wide area.

Pacis—The French Chamber has at 


last decided to fight energetically the 
vary serious peril of depopulation. M. 
Herve, Editor of the VICTOIRE, gives 
some suggestions on the subject. He 
says: 


"At last the French Chamber is be- 


ginning to realize the 
catastrophe 


which voluntary birth restriction will 
soon bs causing in France, and has de- 
cided, though rather timidly at first, 
to fight against this peril. 
Sugges- 


tions are made for the reduction of 
military service for members of large 
families, while only sons, or sons of 
families of two or three children, 
should if necessary serve two 
years 


so as to complete the effective de- 
mand of the War Ministry. 


"French citizens are not all to be 


treated alike then? 
No. Those fam- 


ilies which further the perpetuation 
of the nation will be treated differ- 
ently to those who through selnsn- 
ness or lov« of comfort, would allow 
it to die out. 


"But then we should be suppress- 


ing equality of every Frenchman be- 
fore the law? Yes, in order to estao- 
lish real equality of French families 
before the law, and to stop the scan- 
dalous injustice which consisted in 
imposing the service 
of 
eighteen 


months for everybody, 
four 
times 


eighteen months, means 72 
months 


for one family, while another which 
only wanted one son, so as to bring 
him up more comfortably and not to 
be disturbed themselves, was only li- 
able to eighteen months sen-ice. 


"Four children is the normal fam- 


ily which the French law ought to 
exact from every Frenchman, if he 
wants France to develop. 


"All 
those who for various reasons 


remain below this level should' be li- 
able to pecuniary penalty; the estate 
of a bachelor who dies at a certain 
age 
without offspring should 
be 


seized by the nation; three quarters 
of a man's fortune should belong to 
the nation if he dies at a certain age, 
fixed by law, only leaving one child; 
the half if he leaves two, and 
the 


cniarter of he leaves three, and 
the 


entire inheritance should only go 
to 


the children if there are at least four. 


"Bachelors and families of 
one, 


two or three children should be liable 
to heavy income taxes, and families 
of more than four should be helped 
according to the number of children. 


"And 
to hasten the realization of 


those measures which need the vote 
of the Chambers there should be no 
hesitation in organizing the 
family 


vote which means the right of the 
father to dispose of as many votes 
as he has children under age. 


"Unless we manage by 
energetic 


legislation to put a stop to this peril 
of depopulation, in twenty years time 
France's population which, has been 
stationary for the last tifty years and 
which is beginning to decrease, will 
amount to 35 millions when the pop- 
ulation of Italy will be 60 
million 


and that of Germany 80 millions, in- 
spite of Germany and Italy 
being 


much smaller and having a poorer 
soil than 
France; in 
fitty 
years 


France will have decreased to 25 mil- 
lion inhabitants, while Italy 
will 


have 80 million and Germany more 
than a hundred million. 


"At the point where we have ar- 


rived, France can only be saved from 
the catastrophe which threatens her, 
by energetic measures 
for 
public 


welfare."

Onlv experience in fit- 
ting can teach one just how to handle 
a sleeve, but a few simple direction* 
apply to all sleeves 


Most important is th<s grain of thp 


material 
The sleeve must be cut on 


the true grain, that is, the thread of 
the cloth on line A B, as in figuie one. 


This gives a straight grain on lin» 


C D, which is absolutely necessary to 
keep your sleeve from twisting 
The 


only exception is a bias slesve which 
is cut with line A B on the true 
bias 


The material above 
line A-B is 


called the cap of the sleeve 
When 


vou have a sort shoulder in your 
dress the cap of the sleeve must be 
high from C-D. 


SHOULDER SEAMS SHORT

sleeves they must accord with the 
design of the dress.
